Jury Out Forty-two Hours and 
an Excused Juror Com- 
mitted Suicide. 

Rising Sun, Ind., May 29. — After 
deliberating forty-two hours without 
coming to an agreement, Judge Dow 
ney discharged the jury in the Gilles- 
pie case this morning. When the 
jury was brought into the court 
room, Judge Downey asked them 
whether there was any probability 
of agreeing on a verdict, and every 
one of the twelve men shook his head 
in the negative. Judge Downey then 
thanked them and dismissed them 
from further service. 

Prosecutor McMullen said that the 
State would oppose any effort on the 
part of the defense to release James 
Gillespie, and stated that the case 
would come up again next Septem- 
ber. 

At the present time, the four de- 
I lendants are in the same position as 
they were before the trial began, as 
the binds of those released from cus- 
tody are continued. 

Whether or not the defense will | 
elect to be tried separately or jointly, 1 
as on this trial, the future will de- 
| termiue. 

It is said that a motion will be 
made before Judge Downey to release 
James Gillespie from custody and de- 
clare him acquitted. In the event 
that this motion is overruled the de- 
fense will ask that James Gillespie be ; 
admitted to ball along with the other 
three deiendants, Mr. and Mrs. Bar- 
bour and Mrs. Seward, who were in 
dieted with him. Should the writ of I 
habeas corpus be denied by Judge 
Downey, the matter will be taken to 
the Supreme Court of the State.

In Louisville Were Twen- 
ty-Two in Five 
Days. 



Louisville. Ky., May 30.— During 
the five days last week from Thursday 
until Saturday all the records of the 
city and country lor murders, suicides 
and violent deaths were broken. Dr. 
Harris Kelly, the corner, said yester- 
day that never before In the history 
of the corner’s oflice were there so 
many suicides, murders and acciden- 
tal deaths In so short a space of 
time. 

Seven cases of suicide, three mur- 
ders and twelve violent deaths occur- 
red. The suicides are as follows: 
Unknown man, found hanging In a 
tree three miles out of the city on the 
Cane Run road; Harry Johns, carbolic 
acid; Robert Edwards, morphine; 
John Dressen, carbolic acid; Julian 
Courts, jumped out of a window in 
Columbia building; William Schwad, 
jumped out of window at city hos- 
pital; Miss Fldelus M. Brand, carbol- 
ic Acid. 

The murders are as follows: Ed- 

ward Loyd, stabbed In neck by 
Charles Franch, colored; John Burk, 
colored, stabbed over the heart by Joe 
Edward colored; William Broyles, 
shot in mouth by Jerry Landers. 
Besides the murders and suicide 
twelve persons died violent deaths, 
eleven ol them being victims of the 
explosion of the towboat Fred Wil- 
son.
